It was not customazy for Portu- 
guese citizens of Chinese race to 
register marringes.: {nt the Con- 
aulate,' The Vortuguese Civil 
Code" applied: to, ni) Portuguese |- 
citizens, including—those of Chin- 
ese .race, When a Portuguese 
citizen dicd intestate,’ his- estate 
wag sidministered by vhis wiodw. 
Although in Macao the Courts re- 
cognized’ concubines, they had no 
claim on the estate of their hus- 
bands.
